During tlie last twenty- 
five years 660 ditlcrcnt railroads of 
this country have Ix-come liankrupt 
and gone into tlie liands of receiv¬ 
ers. At the present time, we are 
told by such men as James J. Hill, 
M. Cassett and Nfr. Finley, that the 
railway system of this country has 
lieen allowni to deteriorate until it 
is quite unfit for the service that is 
reipiired of it. and >cf. in spite of 
this fact, the railroad managers arc 
unable to secure the nfcc'sary lapi- 
tal to keep the system up to stan¬ 
dard. 

In contrast with this failure in 
financiering, we have found that

Now, about two millions of oiarriageablc 
a-oung men remain unmarried, liecans? they know they cnsl'J. not sup¬ 
port a family under the present order of things, Th^ can buy no 
railroads, nor manufactor:^, nor mines, kior other preefabA?. peoper- 
ties. They must work for wages. Rents are high, the s»reea»ric> of 
life are high and steadily advancing, women and chiklren .-ire forccil 
out from home to seek employment in stores, shops and offices, thus 
diminishing tlie opportunities of these young men to seaire enqiloy- 
ment. Bv a little calculation the.se men prove to themselve? that they 
cannot aOord to marry and assume the responsibility of .-iiiiiportiiig 
a wife and children. It is Capitalism—the system oi Indii'ldiialism. of 
Competition—that is breaking iqi the home, increasing divi lecs, dimin¬ 
ishing marriages, threatening the coimtry with "race: siiiiide,” and 
causing assignation houses to llmirish in every city in Aimrica. I 1 ie 
home will be inevitably destroyed if the ca|>italistic sytleiii continues 
many years. Socialism would save and. protect the bonx-. It is the 
only system of economics that will save it. Socialism w^ii-I diminish, 
if not entirely abolish di-vorces, would increase vastly, merriages, .-iiid 
practical^)' wijic out assignation houses. Under the fear of 

"race suicide" would be absurd. 

Q.—It h.-i5 been said "tlie jien is mightier than the ;«w--ril.” Why 
do not our thousands of great ncwsfiaiicrs educate the p< -•(•Ic along 
these lines, and show tlxir readers tne had features uf ttw --miictitivc 
system and the benefits tliat w-ould follow were SocialisiflQn.ingiirated ? 

A.—Because the great ncw^^aper$ arc owned by 'th'- caiiit.ilists 
themselves—hy the very men who know, if they would e^a- .itv the (leo 
pie, that the people would soon put an end to a system Du-aitgrown, 
and would prevent (ilutocracy from per|ictuating an eedlK.iiiii- system 
under which the wealth-prwlnccrs receive but one-fiftUjoi wlut they 
produce while the nun-producers, thremgh hook and Cl|k-k. get five- 
sixth of the wealth created. Some of the editors are b^c-t. hut have 
neglected to- kxik dceiily into economics; they are thereflA- ignorant on 
these vital subjects. But the editors and owners of theifi-w (iKli.XT 
daily journals are not ignorant of the true situation. Thee- arc intoxi¬ 
cated with power and ambilkm, and have distorted viipr' things. 
They believe that the many were intended by God to be j^lavi - of the 
few. They think because they have amassed many thoDiiinih lliey- are 
therefore especial favorites of EMvine Providence. MJn^ii these men, 
at hca^ despise the poor, and the manual laborer,. ■ %h -' malign 
Socialism at every opportunity. Bor policy sake and jpat they may 
control the votes of workingmen, they usually, just prior tr- an election, 
print much about the “dignity of labor,” yrt they make every (xissible 
effort to keep the toilers in ignorance of all the methoda |>r- ijHi-sed for 
their benefit. Somotimes, in ungturded moments, ;|bi>: when no 
election is impending, they give uttemace to their tRa ii-ntinients 
toudiing the working slaves. I will quote a few as priite'I in a late 
book isued by Professor and Reverend W. C. BowiMili^ "l-'rom Bar- 
imrinrism to Socialism.'
